After visiting with the Head of the Sponsoring Institution, Mr. Mackie and I 
drove to Econ Labs research and development building and talked with Mr. Gilbert 
about his suspension from Scouting. Mr. Gilbert said he knew it was coming but 
had hoped to keep involved. Mr. Gilbert stated that his therapist and ''reentry 
counselor" had both advised him to become active in Scouting after his therapy 
had begun. I explained to Mr. Gilbert that in cases such as his, our process for 
removal is quite clear and because we project positive role models for youth, that 
his offense made his involvement in Scouting impossible at this time. 

I then gave Mr. Gilbert the letter from out Council President suspending his 
registration in Scouting. I also told Mr. Gilbert that if his therapist wanted 
to talk to us he should have him call. 

Upon my request Mr. Gilbert then called his friend and asked her to bring 
the troop checkbook and church keys to Econ Labs to turn over to Mr. Mackie and me. 

After Margaret Williams arrival, Mr. Mackie and I took the troop checkbook 
and keys and left.
